ABSTRACT 

A cursor control device has an input signal reader adapted to read an 
input signal created by movement of a surface there across, and a signal 
processing component adapted to process the input signal from the reader and 
to communicate a corresponding signal to a controller that is directly proportional 
to the input signal. The device remains in a substantially constant position 
relative to an active hand of a person when the person is using the active hand to 
operate a second device. 
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
